It is believed that Yunker. the dead

Brussels 
Dispatches Admit That

Brussels.

17,—Not 
only 
is 
there no decrease in the num ber of 
strikers at any point, but there is a 
gradual extension of the movement at 
manv places. 
It looks now as if It 
would be accurate to describe the po­ 
sition as a national strike. 
The strike committee claims today 
that 372.000 men are on strike. 
The 
movement continues to bear the sam e 
peaceful aspect as heretofore. 
The 
leaders have carried out their prom ­ 
ises that there would be no disorders 
and the presence of troops is appar­ 
ently 
unnecessary. 
Proceedings 
in 
the cham ber have opened the possi 
bility. though perhaps not a very solid 
one. of an amicable arrangem ent be­ 
ing reached. 
The proposal was ad­ 
vanced by a liberal deputy. M. Lorand, 
who asked leave to submit a proposi­ 
tion dealing with franchise reform to a 
committee of the chamber. 
He did 
not disclose the details of his scheme, 
but intim ated that it was akin to a 
national referendum, though not ex­ 
actly the same. 
The leave was g ra n t­ 
ed and the outcome is viewed from 
various lights. 
Many people expect 
that it will be without result, while 
others are hopeful that it will have an 


effect on the smoothing over of the 
present agitation. 
The session of the cham ber was a 
very stormy one. 
The prem ier made 
the Leftists angry when he represent­ 
ed the strikers as having been coerced 
to quit work.

be impossible to eliminate selfishness, 
properly directed selfishness will be 
the Incentive which will mak<* a suc- 
] cess of the plan. 
In order to make a plan which is j 
both fool proof and rascal-proof, and 
protect every citizen, whether he be ] 
a producer, distributor or consumer, 
it must be broad and unprejudiced, or I 
it will not be succesful. 
The prob­ 
lem to be solved is not so much pro­ 
duction along scientific lines as it is to 
see that the producer practices eco- } 
notnic diversification and gets every 
cent which is coming to him. 
The 
producer must 
b«* prosp«irous 
first, j 
else there will be no real and perma­ 
nent prosperity lor anyone. 
A complete comprehensive plan can­ 
not be made along any one line, that j 
is, for fruit, for dairying, for grain, for 
produce, or for beef, alone, but must 
be made broad enough to include 
every line of effort, no matter how 
small. 


The organization of a business as­ 
sociation which w ill protect those liv­ 
ing in the country and cities alike, and 
will extend its jurisdiction to the lim­ 
its of a geographical district, prefer­ 
ably a county, is a feasible plan which
